I recently took the time to see and hear a Security 
Orientation for Senior Officials, a 17 -minute program which, 
was put together by the Security Awareness personnel of the 
Intelligence Community. It is aimed primarily at the newly 
appointed senior official who may not have extensive 
experience in protecting sensitive intelligence.
